1. Claims 12-15, 17 and 33-46 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest the appUcant's invention as claimed in detail wherein a virtual 
local area network device including a first input/output port and a plurality of second 
input/output ports, each of the second input/output ports numbered from 1 through N, where N is 
an integer greater than 1; the plurahty of modem devices numbered from 1 through N, each of 
the plurality of modem devices being coupled respectively to one of the plurality of second 
input/output ports, each of the plurality of modem devices also being coupled to one of a 
plurality of powerlines capable of communicating information; denying access to at least one of 
the users from communicating to the data source through one of the plurality of powerUnes; 
wherein the allowing at least one of the users comprises receiving a user code from an 
unauthorized user coupled to the powerhne network; processing the user code, and allowing 
access to the unauthorized user, the unauthorized user that is allowed to use the powerline 
network being an authorized user (claims 12 and 43); a face plate structure as claimed in detail; a 
network device including a first and second port; a powerhne device including a first and second 
powerline port, the first powerline port being coupled to the second port of the network device; a 
coupler coupled to the second powerline port and coupled to the outlet for data communications 
(claim 33); a removable network jack structure as claimed in detail; a network device including a 
first and second port; a powerline device including a first and second powerhne port, the first 
powerhne port being coupled to the second port of the network device; a coupler coupled to the 
second powerhne port and coupled to the outlet for data communications (claim 40)
